SCOPE OF WORK . . . Granite is to be used where indicated on plans 
tor steps, abutments, platforms, base courses, water tables, area copings, 
wall facings, sills, lintels, curb and paving. 

MATERIAL ... The GRANITE SHALL BE PINE MOUNTAIN GREY- 
WHITE GRANITE, PRODUCED BY THE DAVIDSON GRANITE COM¬ 
PANY, INC., LITHONIA, GEORGIA. It shall be sound and free from 
defects which might impair strength, durability or appearance. 

SAMPLES . . . Duplicate samples approximately 6" square are to be sub¬ 
mitted showing range of color, texture, and finish. Fabricated granite 
shall be equal to these approved samples. 

FINISHES . . . Thin granite veneer may be polished, steeled, rubbed, 
honed, or sawn. Thicker granite, in addition to the foregoing finishes, 
may be 8-cut, 6-cut, 4-cut, or sand blasted. 

THICKNESS . . . Thin granite veneer may vary from l%" to 2/2" in 
thickness. Thicker stone shall be as indicated on shop drawings with a 
tolerance of I" greater than normal thickness for setting space. 

BEDS AND JOINTS . . . Beds and joints shall be uniform—for polished 
work, 3/16"; for hammered work, / 4 " in */2"• Arrises shall be slightly 
rounded. Beds shall be sawed or cut full and square 2" back from the 


face. From that point beds may fall under the square not to exceed I" 
in 12" and shall be reasonably free from large depressions. 

SHOP DRAWINGS . . . The Davidson Granite Company shall prepare 
and submit for approval necessary shop drawings in triplicate showing 
bedding, bonding, jointing, anchoring and size of all pieces. No finished 
fabrication shall be done except from approved shop drawings. 

ANCHOR HOLES ETC. . . . Provide at least two anchor holes for veneer, 
cap or coping stones, also Lewis holes for those weighing over 100 pounds. 

POINTING . . . Beds and joints shall be jointed in non-staining Portland 
Cement mortar of approximately the same color as the granite. All 
veneer shall be sealed with a standard sealing compound. 

SHIPPING, HANDLING ETC. . . . Finished granite shall be protected 
from damage in transit and shall be handled and stacked at the site 
in such a manner as to avoid breaking, staining or other damages. 

RECOMMENDATION . . . Steps—4-cut or 6-cut for treads with smooth 
finish specified for risers. These should lap 2" and should pitch 1/8" 
from back to front. Base Courses, etc.—Polished, 6-cut or 8-cut finish, 
4 thick, should extend at least 4" below the finished grade of soil or 
pavement. Platforms—5" thick, should pitch I" in ten feet. 
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
